Col. Roosevelt’s Reasons 
for Supporting Hughes 


HE following are the reasons given in by Col. Roosevelt 
in his statement to the Progreasive National Committee for 
support of Charles E. Hughes for the Presidency: 

In my judgment, the nomination of Mr. Hughes m@is the condi- 
tions set forth in the statement of the Progressive National Committee, 
issued last January, and in my own statements. Under exising condi- 
tions, the nomination of a third ticket would, in my judgment, be mere- 
ly @ move in the interest of the election of Mr. Wilson. I regard Mr. 
Hughes as a man whose public record is a guarantee that ‘‘he will not 
merely stand for a program of clean-cut, straightout Americanism before 
election, but will resolutely and in good faith put it through if elected.’’ 
He is beyond all comparison better fitted to be President than Mr. Wil- 
son. It would be a grave detriment to the country to re-elect Mr. Wilson. 

I shall, therefore, strongly support Mr. Hughes. Such being the 
case, it is unnecessary to say that I cannot accept the nomination on a 
third ticket. I do not believe that there should be a third ticket. I be- 

lieve that when my fellow Progressives coolly consider the question they 
will for the most part take this position. They and I have but one pur- 
pose—the purpose to serve our common country. It is my deep convic- 
tion that at this moment we can serve it only by supporting Mr.

In accordance with the message I 
gent to the Progressive National 
Convention as soon as I had received 
the notification that it had nomi- 
nate me for President, I now com- 
municate to you my reasons for de- 
clining the honor which I so deeply 
appreciate. Since the adjournment 
of the convention, I have received be- 
tween two and three thousand let- 
ters and telegrams from men who 
had supported me for the nomina- 
tion, the majority expressing the de- 
sire that I would refuse to run, 
while a minority urged that I should 
accept the nomination. As it is a 


physical impossibility to ‘answer 


these letters and telegrams individ- 
ually, I beg of the coyrtesy of the 
senders that they will accept this 
public statement in lieu of such 
answers. 

Before speaking of anything else, 
I wish to express my heartiest and 
most unstinted admiration for the 
character and services of the men 
women who made up the Pro- 
National Convention in 1916.

Principles to Live, 

Sooner or later the national princi- 
ples championed by the Progressives 
of 1912 must in their general effect 
be embodied in the structure of our 
national existence. With all my 
heart I shall continue to work for 
these great ideals, shoulder to shoul- 
der with the men and women who 
in 1912 championed them; and I am 
sure that these men and women wil 
show a like loyalty to the other, the 
fundamental, {deals which the events 
of the past two years have proven 
to be vital to the permanency of our 
national existence. The method by 
which we are to show our loyalty 
to these ideals must be determined 
in each case by the actual event. 
Our loyalty is to the fact, to the 
principle, to the ideal, and not mere- 
ly to the name, and least of all to 
the party name. 

The Progressive movement has 
been given an incalculable impetus 
by what the Progressive party has 
done.

NEW YORK, June 2%.—An interesting 
incident in connection with the striking 
tailors’ parade last Friday and the jeer- 
ing of the Union Club by the marchers 
became known today. There were sav- 
eral thousand of the tailors and their 
sympathizers, including many anarchists, 
according to the police, in the line which 
formed south of Central Park plaza on 
Fifth avenue and began to march down 

that thoroughfare. 

There were a few women The men 
hooted at St. Patrick’s Cathedral and 
many contemptuously threw hats and 
canes at it. The scramble to recover 
these articles broke up the parade and 
turned it into a mob, whi stopped in 
front of the Union Club at Fifty-first 
street. 

“Go back to work,” cried a member 
of the club, the home of leisure and 
ultra swelldom in New York, sticking 
hig fat, bald head out of a window. 

“Go to work yourself!“ the crowd 
shouted at him, and he quickly pulled 
in his head.

ORDERS TO LOGAL ARSENAL 


Directed to Be Ready to Equip 380 
Infantry, 10 Cavalry and 6 Field 
Artillery Regiments Soon. 
Preparations for a call for volunteers, 
in the event of war with Mexico, were 
indicated by telegraphic orders received 
today from Washington by Capt. A. E. 
Williams, in charge of the army equip- 
ment depot, at the arsenal, Second and 

Arsenal streets. 

Capt. Williams was directed to be 
ready, as soon as possfble after July 1. 
to equip 30 regiments of infantry, 10 
regiments of cavairy and six regiments 
of field artillery, in addition to the 
troops for which he is now providing. 

The arsenal force was kept at work 
all day yesterday preparing supplies for 
shipment, and five carloads were sent 
to the Nevada mobilization camp. Bids 
will be opened at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning in the United States engineer’s 
office in the Custom House Building at 
Ninth and Olive streets for #000 gallons 
of machine oil.

Secretary Lansing’s note reached 
Mexico City last night and Special 
Agent Rodgers arranged to deliver 


The American Government will in- 
sist upon the immediate release of 
the cavalrymen captured at Carrizal 
as demanded in the note, but high 
officials of the administration ex- 
plain in interpreting the communi- 
cation that the course of the United 
States will be determined by Car- 
ransa’s final statement of his inten- 
tions toward the American expedi- 
tion in Mexico to protect the border, 
rather than on the specific circum- 
stances of the Carrizal incident. 

Americans Partly to Blame. 

The published text of the letter from 
Capt. Morey of the Tenth Cavalry was 
construed here as indicating that the 
American force was to some extent re- 
sponsible for the Carrizal clash. Offi- 
cilals noted this fact, but said that an 
official account from Capt. Morey would 
be the basis of judgment rather than 
the hurried note written by a man who 
was suffering from wounds and thirst. 
It was pointed out, however, that Beo- 
retary Lansing’s note did not found its 
demands upon a statement that the 
Mexicans precipitated the fight.’ 

Apparently, the question has no direot 
connection with the course President 
Wilson is pursuing. The Mexican note 
saying Gen. Carranza personally direct- 
ed that Gen. Trevino resist any move 
ment of American troops in Mexico ex- 
cept in retirement toward the border is 
the real issue. The Washington Gov- 
ernment construes this action as a for- 
mal avowal of deliberately hostile ac- 
tion. It demands that if thie is Car- 
ranza/e purpose, he so state through 
regular diplomatic channels. 

Aside from the diplomatic impropriety 
of making a subordinate military offi- 
cer a medium of communication, the 
State Department recalled numerous in- 
stances where the acts of military com- 
manders have been laber disavowed by 
the de facto Government, and it is 
known that many ot Carranze’s com- 
manders are not fully under his control.

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Negro Survivor Saya There Were 700 
Mexicans at Carrizal. 
COLUMBUS, N. M., June 26.—A sur- 
vor of the Carrizal engagement, Sam 
ti Harris, a private of C Troop, Tenth 
Cavalry, was brought to the border yes- 
terday suffering from wounds ‘tn his 
left shoulder and arm. He declared 
that pitted againsi the 84 men of the 
American detachment were fully 700 

Mexicans. 

“Our troop, with Capt. Boyd com- 
manding, had pulled up before Car- 
rial, said Harris. The Captain or- 
dered everyone to dismount and we 
ali got down, I was a horseholder, 
and I took charge of some animals 
while their riders stood at attention. 

“Just after Capt. Boyd went for- 
wards my horse began to prance 
ground, ana I lost what was going 
on. 

“Next thing I knew, the shooting 
hari started. Capt. Boyd was dawn and 
I couldn't see him. There were easily 
75 Mexicans around us. They had 
come right out of the ground, forming 
a half circle. Our men kept on falling. 
The first shot came from a machine 
gun. It was trained right on us and, 
believe me, it talked fast. 

“It wasn't more than two minutes be- 
fore the Mexicans had surrounded us. 

couldn't fight. for I had to keep 
after those mounts. Pretty soon my 
own horse, a big fellow, was shot in 
the neck. Then they hit me in the 
shoulder. 

J lost control of the animals. My 
horse was neighing and tugging 
I could see fellows drop- 
ping all around me, and herses were 
running off, over their bodies. We 
Cidn't have a show in the world,’ and 
I saw it. I eut the horses loose and, 
climbing on my animal, hit it for the 
thinnest part of the circie. 

“That horse was so brave and big- 
hearted he carried me along for 10 miles 
before he settled down to a walk. Five 
miles further he went cown. 

“It seemed to me I couldn't leave 
him. I knelt down and poured a little 
water from my canteen on his tongue. 
I told him how sorry I was and 
thanked him for the mighty big favor 
he done me. He was about gone, and 
I was bleeding, too, and in pain. I 
thanked. him again and said good- by.“ 

“A few miles on I ran en to one of 
our animals. I jumped him and rode 
on toward Colonia Dublan. Before I 
Sot there I ran into some of our men 
and we went on togetner.”’

E Rome Reports Austrians in 
Retreat on a 20-Mile Front | 
in the Trentino and Italians 
Pursuing. 

Russians Hold All of Buko- 
wina — Two Allied War 
Craft Sunk—French Ad- 
vance North of Verdun. 


BERLIN, via London, June 26.— 
Fighting activity in the western 
theater, on the front occupied by the 
British and the north wing of the 
French army, is important and has 
been so for the last two days, says 
the official statement issued today 
by the German army headquarters. 


ROME, June 2%.—A general retreat of 
the Austrians in the Trentino district 
over a sector about 20 miles in extent 
is announced in an official statement 
issued by the Italian War office today. 
The statement says that ihe Italians 
are pressing the pursuit vigorouslv. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“The enemy incapable of overcoming 
eur defense and under the energetic 
pressure which we have been conduct- 
ing for several days has been forced to 
begin a retreat north of the Mandriello 
road. We have captured the positions 
of Castel Gamberto, Melette, Mount 
Longara, Gallio, Asiago, Cesuna and 
Monte Cergio. Our advance continues 
vigorously close at the heels of the 
enemy. ** 


RUSSIANS HOLD 
ALL BUKOWINA 


PETROGRAD, June %.—Russian cav- 
alry, after a battle with Austrian-Hun- 
garian troops, has occupied a position 
near Pezoritt, about five and a half 
miles west of Kimpolung, in Bukowina. 
The foregoing was announced in an of- 
ficial statement issued by the Russian 
War Office. 

Occupation of the entire Austrian 
crownland of Bukowina is announced by 
the War Office. Virtual possession of 
the province was completed by the cap- 
ture of the town of Kimpolung, in the 
southern part of Bukowina at the foot of 
the Carpathians. More than 2000 prison- 
ere were captured. . 

Russian troops further north are press- 
ing along the River Pruth toward Kolo- 
mea and have occupied the villages of 
Kilikhof and Toulokhotf. 

The official statement issued yester- 
day, said: 

“West of Sniatyn (on the Pruth, 20 
miles northeast of Czernowitz) our 
troops, fighting as they advanced, oc- 
cupied the villages of Kilikhof and Tou- 
lokhof. 

“On the evening of June 23, the town 
of Kimpolung was taken after intense 
fighting. Sixty officers and 2000 men 
Were made prisoner and seven machine 
guns were captured. In the railway 
station whole trains were captured. 

“With the capture of the towns of 
Kimpolung and Kuty-Visnitz we took 
possession of the whole of Bukowina.“

Germans Fighting Hard to Hold 
Kevel Junction. 

LONDON, June 26.—The greatest bat- 
tle of the present series on the Russian 
front is developing in the so-called 
Lutsk salient, according to the latest 
dispatches from Petrograd. The new 
Places named in the official communi- 
cation would appear to indicate that 
the Germans already have made a 
slight impression on the salient. 

The key to the whole situation is the 
Kovel junction, and gigantic efforts are 
being made by the Germans to safe- 
guard this vital point. They are mass- 
ing every available unit there to counter 
the Russian thrust. 

On the direction road at Svidniki the 
Russians are within 20 miles of the 
junction, but for 10 days they have been 
held at that position. The Germans 
have made even greater efforts to 
check an indirect approach to Kovel by 
the southern flank, where for the past 
week the issue was hung in the balance 
of Lokatchi, the apex of the whole all- 
ent. 

The latest war maps show that the 
Russians are no longer at Lokatchi, 
the Germans having forced them back 
from three to six miles on both sides of 
the road which leads to Viadimir-Volyn- 
Ski. The Russians, according to still 


later accounts, have won back some of 


this ground. 

The situation in Bukowina has cleared 
up with the Russian announcement that 
the whole of the duchy is now in Rus- 
sian hands. Thus, in three weeks Gen. 
Letchitzky has broken through posi- 
tions fortified like the French front and 
taken over 40,000 prisoners and added 
territory of 4000 square miles to that 
controlled by the Russian empire. His 
victorious army is now fighting in two 
main directions—first in the far south 
it is meunting the valley which leads 
to the Kirlibaba Pass of the Carpathi- 
ans and thence over the Carpathians 
into Transylvania and second, in the 
northwest it is striving for the posses- 
sion of Kolomea, an important railway 
junction, 

Austria's dilemma on the Russian 
front is made clear by the map which 
shows that since the commencement of 
the Russian advance she has been com- 
pelled to exchange a front line 260 miles 
long between Pinsk and Rumania for a 
line 360 miles long.

VOTERS’ LEAGUE MEETING 


Several Candidates at Secret Session Hear Ap- 
peal by Milwaukee Speaker for Defeat of 
All Catholics in Fall Elections. 


For the first time since the organi- 
zation of the mysterious Independent 
Voters’ League a newspaper reporter 
last night gained access to one of its 
meetings for the purpose of throwing 
light en the league's activities. 

The meeting was held in Entertain- 
ment Hall, in the Odeon, and was at- 
tended by about 150 persons, includ- 
ing about 50 women and 10 children. 
C. W. Bibb of Milwaukee, Wis., secre- 
tary of the American Federation of 
Patriotic Societies, who said he has 
“dedicated hig life to opposing the 
Roman Catholic Church,“ was the only 
speaker. 

The meeting was called by a circu- 
lar letter sent to all of the league's 
members, urging them to attend and 
bring with them as many “good 
Americans” as possible. The letter 
announced the meeting would be the 
opening of the league's campaign for 
“elean candidates” on all tickets at 
the November elections. 


Similar to the 4. F. A.” 

The Independent Voters’ League in 
St. Louis has been in existence several 
years, Its activities are similar to those 
of the American Protective Association, 
commonly called the A. P. A., which! 
operated here about 20 years ago, and 
was driven out of existence by the reve- 
lation of the names of its officers and 
members. 

The Independent Voters’ League has 
since ite organization worked in the 
dark. Its officers are not generally 
known and its circulars are signed only 
with the name of the organization. It 
solicits contributions of money from its 
members, and these are sent to a post- 
office lock box, the league’s only known 
address. 

Before each primary and each elec- 
tion the league sends out printed cir- 
culars, promiscuously, advising voters 
to scratch certain candidates because 
they are Romanists and advising them 
to vote for others because they are 
„good Americans.“ 

With one of the letters in his posses- 
sion, a reporter for the Post-Dispatch 
went to the hall. Two men were sta- 
tioned at the door, who required those 
with whom they were not acquainted 
to produce membership tickets, printed 
on blue cards, before they would per- 
mit them to enter. 

Several . of the league members 
brought friends with them, and it was 
with a group of such men that the re- 
porter went into the hall. The nen 
who were seemingly in charge of the 
meeting were unknown to the reporter. 

Candidates in Crowd. 

Among those who entered after the re- 
porter were Charles E. Mohrstadt, City 
+ Marshal and candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Sheriff at the com- 
ing primary; Oscar F. Mohrstadt, his 
brother and chief deputy in his office; 
George Brand, Clerk of the Probate 
Court; Erwin G. Ossing, Assistant City 
Counselor and candidate for Circuit 
Judge; John A. Fett, member of the 
Board of Aldermen. These men in each 
instance came into the- meeting alone. 

There was a heavy air of secrecy about 
the hall prior to the introduction of the 
speaker. The members of the league 
seemed even to distrust one another, 
gathering in groups of threes or fours 
about the hall and carrying on conversa- 
tions almost in whispers. 

Bibb's address wag a tirade on the Ro- 
man Catholic church. It was learned 
by the reporter that it was his second 
appearance before the St. Louis branch 
of the league in the last three months. 

J have been fighting the Roman Cath- 
olie church for 33 years,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
win continue fighting it as tong hs 1 
live. The hold this church has upon 
Ameriean government is so great that 
we are now living with a divided citizen- 
ship in this country. We should know 
only Americanism for America.” 

Bibb, a small, wiry man, about d years 
old, spoke with a nasal twang. He kept 
constantly putting on and removing his 
nose glasses as he talked and waved his 
arms in gesticulation.

Because this 
country has been bidden by the Catholic 
powers that be that it must go into 
Mexico and whip the Mexicans so that 
the Cathelie Church may retgin its 
pewer there. That is the only reason 
we are going to fight the Mexicans.’’ 

Bibb read an editorial he said had 
Leen published in the New York Catho- 
lie World which said, in part, A Catho- 
lie's duty to the church should be 
placed before his duty to anything else.“ 
He then launched inte a vituperative 
arraignment of the teachings of the 
church. 

“The Catholic school is a thing that 
should be abolished as one of this 
country’s greatest meénaces,” he said, 
am now working hard to have laws 
passed in every state to compel all 
children to attend public schools. 

The Democratic party is dominated 
by the Catholic Church and is rotten 
with Popery. You men of St. Louis have 
a splendid organization here and it is 
your duty to turn things over in this

Applause Greets Sally. 

Bibb had been frequently applauded for 
his utterances, but this sally brought 
forth a storm of applause and cheering. 
Two men in the audience emitted 
whoops and tossed their hats in the 
air. 

“Beat Archbishop Glennen, the polit- 
ical boss of St. Louis,” he said, and 
heat him good. Work hard and put 
ferth your very best efforts at the 
coming elections and get the best candi- 
dates. 

‘YT went over a list of your candidates 
today and found that of about 170 in the 
list the majority of them are dominated 
by the Catholic Church. That will never 
do. Wipe them off thé lists. You men 
can do it if you just put forth your 
dest efforts.“ 

Bibb, in one of hie references to the 
Catholic Church, said he wished he 
“could recall the late Father Phelan 
of St. Louis from purgatory to ask him 
about some matters pertaining to thej 
church.“

Under these circumstances, the

As far as my own soul is known to 
me it is in this same spirit that at 
this time I make my appeal to the 
Republicans and Progressives assem-

Did Not Favor Third “‘Teket. 

In addition to these public state- 
ments, I had also stated my own 
attitude verbally. and in letters, dur- 
ing the wceks immediately preceding 
the convention, to scores of leading 
Progressives from all parts of the 
country, it.cluding many of the lead- 
ers at the convention. To these men 
I expressed my earnest hope that 
the Republicans would so act as to 
make it possible for the Progressives 
to join with them. I stated to them, 
however, that in view of the atti- 
tude of some of the Republican 
leaders it was at least conceivable 
that we should be put in a position 
where our highest duty, our fealty to 
the country, our sense of what patri- 
otism demanded in a great crisis 
would make it imperative upon us to 
run a separate ticket; and that 
whether in such event it would be 
necessary for me to head that ticket 
could not be determined in advance. 
I stated in these interviews and in 
these letters, with the utmost em- 
phasis, that the decision of this 
point, like the whole matter of run- 
ning a separate ticket, would have 
to be determined by what the inter- 
ests of the country demanded in view 
of the action finally taken by the 
conventions at Chicago. 

At the time many of the Repub- 
lican leaders asserted that my state- 
ments were not made in good faitu; 
that I really intended to Insist upon 
my own nomination by the Republic- 
an convention; and that f I was not 
so nominated, I intended to accept 


the Progressive nomination and run 


on a third ticket. Of course my fel- 
low Progressives were under no such 
error. They knew that I spoke in 
good faith and meant exactly what 
I said. They knew that my utter- 
ances were to be accepted at their 
exact face value as meaning that if 
the Republicans nominated a man 
whom we could conscientiously sup- 
port, we would suppart him. The 
Progressive convention came togeth- 
er knowing my public statements, 
and therefore knowing exactly what 
my attitude was. 
Hughes Meets the Conditions. 
In my judgment, the nomination of 
Mr. Hughes meets the conditions set 
forth in the statement of the Pro- 
gressive National Committee, issued 
last January, and in my own state- 
ments. Under existing conditions. 
the nomination of a third ticket 
would, in my judgment, be merely a 
move in the interest of the election 
of Mr. Wilson. I regard Mr. Hughes 
ase a man whose public record is a 
guarantee that he will not merely 
stand for a program of clean-cut, 
‘straightout Americanism before 
election, but will resolutely and ‘in 
good faith put it through if elected.” 
He is beyond all comparison better 
fitter to be President than Mr. Wil- 
son. It would be a grave detriment 
to the country to re-elect Mr. Wil- 
son. I shall, therefore, strongly 
support Mr. Hughes. Such being the 
case, it is unnecessary to say that 
I cannot accent. the nomination on a 
third ticket. I do not believe that 
there should be a third ticket. I 
believe that when my fellow Pro- 
gressives coolly consider the question 
they will for the most part take this 
position. They and I have but one 
purpose—the purpose to serve our 
common country. It is my deep con- 
viction that at this moment we can 
serve it only by supporting Mr. 
Hughes. 3 
It is urged against Mr. Hughes 
that he was supported by the vari- 
ous so-called German-American Al- 
liances. I believe that the attitude 
of these professional German-Amer- 
lcans was due, not in the least to 
any liking for Mr. Hughes, but sole- 
ly to their antagonism to me. They 
were bound to defeat me for the 
nomination. The only way by which 
they could achieve this object was 
by supporting him accordingly, with- 
out any regard to other considera- 
tions. 
Assails German-American Alliance. 
I need hardly repeat what I have 
already said in stern reprobation of 
this professional German-American 
element—the element typified by the 
German-American Alliances and the 
similiar bodies, which have, in the 
pre-nomination campaign, played 
not merely an un-American but a 
thoroughly anti-American part. 
These men have nothing in common 
with the great body of Americans 


who are in whole or in part of Ger- 


man blood; and who are precisely as 
good Americans as those of any 
other ancestry. There are not, and 
in all our land 
better citizens than the great mass 
of the men and women of German 
birth or descent who have been or 
are being completely merged in our 
common American nationality; a na- 
tionality distinct from any in Eu- 
rope, for Americans who are good 
Americans are no more German- 
Americans than they are English- 
Americans, or Irish- Americans, or 
Scandimavian- Americans. They are 
Americans and nothing else. 

No good American, whatever his 
ancestry or creed, can have any feel- 
ing except scorn and detestation for 
those professional German-Ameri- 
cans who seek to make the Ameri- 
can President in effect a viceroy of 
the German Emperor. The profes- 
sional German-Americans of this 
type are acting purely in the sinis- 
ter interest Germany. They: have 
shown their eager readinéss to sac- 
rifice the interest of tho United 
States whenever its interest con- 


the evil intrigues of these hyphen- 


ated Americans. 

Mr. Hughes’ character and his 
whole course of conduct in public 
affairs justify us in ‘the assured 
conviction that the fact that these 
men have for their own purposes 
supported him will, in o shape or 
way, affect his public actions be- 
fore or after election. His entire 
public life is a’ guarantee of this. 

The events of the last three and 
a half years have shown that as 
much cannot be said for Mr. Wil- 
son. In Mr. Wilson's case we do 
not have to consider his words, but 
his deeds. His deeds absolutely con- 
tradict his words; and for the mat- 
ter of that his words absolutely con- 
tradict one another. It is folly to 
pay heed to any of the promises in 
the platform on which he now 
stands in view of the fact that al- 
most every important promise con- 
tained in the platform on which he 
stood four years ago has since been 
broken. 

We owe all of our present trouble 
with the professional German- 
American element in the United 
States to Mr. Wilson’s timid and 
vacillating course during the last 
two years. The -defenders of Mr. 
Wilson have alleged in excuse for 
him that he confronted a difficult 
situation. As regards Mexico, the 
situation which. Mr. Wilson con- 
fronted was nothing like as difficult 
as that which President McKinley 
confronted in connection with Cuba 
and the Philippines at the time of 
the Spanish War. 

Under the actual circumstances we

Are Violated by Carranza. 


RIO JANIERO, June 2.—Commenting 
editorially on the Mexican situation, the 
Journal O’Paise supports the policy of 
the United States, which it thinks sin- 
cerely disposed to defend its interests, 
its territory and the lives of its citizens 
Without making the anarchy in Mexico 
in any Way an excuse for practicing acts 
of imperialism which would bring about 
the irreparable bankruptcy of the great 
authority and confidence the United 
States enjoys so legitimately in America 
and elsewhere.

The Gazett de Noticias thinks that the 
United States gives an “excessive exten- 
sion“ to the right of police“ on the 
continent. 

No country in the world, including 
the United States,“ it says, has been 
able to go through its evolution or per- 
fect itself without struggles and com- 
motions more or less sanguinary. It is 
impossible to maintain that violence 
and a sanguinary spirit are exclusively 
Latin-American defects. It is more just, 
more sensible, to recognize in the san- 
guinary agitations of Latin-America tho 
inevitable. stages in the political forma- 
tion of her peoples. The severity and 
the contempt with which Washington 
looks upon the revolutions of the neigh- 
boring countries are neither just nor 
Christian.” 


Civil War a Cruel One. 
The newspaper recognizes that the 


civil war in Mexico is a cruel one, great- 
ly prejudicial to that country and a 
menace to the neighboring people, but 
it hopes that it is still possible to main- 
tain American peace. 

The Journal do Commercio believes 
that in the difficult situation in which 
President Wilson finds himself he will 
employ all his efforts to solve an un- 
pleasant problem, fraught with misun- 
derstandings and that he will receive, 
probably with good will all attempts at 
conciliation. The conduct of President 
Wilson on the occasion ot the eomplica- 
tion with Huerta must vouch for his 
actions in the new phase of the Mex- 
ican question.“ 


La Prensa Says U. 8. Would Err in 
Declarin far. 
BUENOS AIRES, June 26.—Discussing 
the Mexican situation, La Prensa savs 
that the United States as a sovereign 
nation, has the right to defend its inter- 
ests, trod upon by Mexican revolution. It 
would commit a grievous error, however, 
by declaring war, the papers believe, ‘‘as 
the triumph of the Pan-American policy 
is preferable to the satisfaction that 


N : would be given by a war to exact rep- 


aration for an offense that the Mexican 
people cannot make good because of the 
anarchy which suppresses the will that 
only the voice of the constituted powers 
could express. Upon the United States 
alone devolves the duty of averting war, 
as Mexico canot recognize this obliga- 
tion because of its state of anarchy. 
“The United States must show impar- 
tiality, repress armed incursion, prevent 
the exportation of arms and leave ths 
Mexican factions to fight it out among 
themselves to a definite solution.“ 


Spain Would roe Oppose Intervention 


PARIS, June %—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Temps sends the fol- 
lowing: 
“Public opinion here is greatly im- 
De- 
spite the talk of intervention by King 
Alfonso in favor of peace between the 
United States and Mexico, no official 
move in this respect has been made 80 
far. The feeling in Spain is that it is 
of the greatest importance and urgency 
that order be re-established in Mexico. 
It is pointed out that there are 300,000 
Spaniards in Mexico who would be un- 
able to carry on business and many of 
whom would be virtually ruined. 
“Intervention by the United States, it 
is asserted, would not be regarded un- 
favorably by Spain, because early in 
the Mexican revolution Spanish fugi- 
tives were effectively aided by the Unit- 
ed States, the Spanish Government itself 


being unable to act directly.“

The 
prosecution charges that the defendant 
wilfully administered poison to Marion 
Lambert, The theory of guilt outlined 
by the prosecution necessarily involves 
the accusation that for several weeks 
before the death of Marion Lambert the 
defendant had been plotting her mur- 
der and that he proceeded carefully 
and cunningly to carry out his plot. 

Evidence All Circumstantial. 

“The evidence relied upon is circum- 
stantial. No witness has been produced 
who saw the defendant give the poison 
te Marion Lambert. No witness ts pro- 
duced who saw the defendant with poi- 
son in his possession prior to the death 
of Marion Lambert. There is no wit- 
ness who testifies that the defendant 
obtained from any source any poison 
prior to the death of Marion Lambert. 

“It will be helpful to group the cir- 
cumstances relied upon by the prosecu- 
tion in the order in which they were 
presented in the opening statement for 
the State. 

“They are: : 

) The physical characteristics of 
the place where the body of Marion 
Lambert was found. (2) The mental 
condition of Marion Lambert. (3) The 
acts of Marion Lambert for a few days 
prior to her death. (0 The condition 
of the body and clothing of Marion 
Lambert when her body was found. 
AS) The properties of cyanide of potas- 
sium, the poison which caused the death 
of Marion Lambert. (6) The relations 
between the defendant and Marion Lam- 
bert, including their correspondence. 
(7) The cyanide in the greenhouse at 
the place managed by the defendant's 
father. (8) The cyanide of potassium 
at the laboratory of the Deerfield High 
School, which was attended by Marion 
Lambert. (9) The illness of Marion Lam- 
bert on Jan. 14, 1916. (10) The relations 
between the defendant and Celestia 
Youker. (11) The acts of the defendant 
shortly prior to Feb. 9, 1916. (12) The 
acts of the defendant on Feb. 9, 1916, 
and shortly thereafter, including the

However, the fault is primarily with the candi- 
dates themselves, who seem to be blindly follow- 
ing some archaic custom and are not considering 
the propriety of their conduct, which is one of 
the reasons why -politics today is rather undigni- 
fied and detestable. There is more than one way 
in which one can inform the public of his age, 
birthday and birthplace, his training and experi- 
ence. It seems plain enough that each candidate 
eruld just as well have a few descriptive lines on 
his card indicating all that information, without 
waiting for a ward meeting to disclose those 
things.

The paramount reason given by Col. Roose- 
velt, in his letter of declination, for the support 
of Mr. Hughes by Progfessives is the defeat of 
Mr. Wilson.

American shipping now has the opportunity 
presented to British merchant marine during 
cur war 50 years ago, says a report issued by the 
Bureau of Commerce.

MEDIATE AFTER THE WORK. 

The Vatican, Latin-American statesmen, a few 
persons in our own country suggest mediation in 
the Mexican crisis. 

But the cause of the crisis is no single griev- 
ance, no one unfriendly act. It is a continuing 
situation which has given rise to a long series 
of grievances and unfriendly acts in the past, 
which promises to give rise to indefinite series 
in the future, and which neither Carranza 
nor any other Mexican seems to be semis or; 
able to remedy. 

Appealing as a proposal to mediate is in 
American ears, it offers only illusive hopes for 
a solution of existing difficulties. Let us sup- 
pose that mediation has been consented to with 
all the possibilities it may involve of injury to 
national pride in the withdrawal of our troops 
and of encouraging fatuous notions in the pom- 
pous Carranza and the ignorant Mexican popu- 
lace. 

After-the adoption of mediation, a long period 
of adjudicating would ensue. What guarantse 
have we of safety from outlaws during this 
time of relaxed vigilance on both sides? The 4e 
facto Government has shown no disposition or 
capacity for suppressing or checking them. We 
have in fact suffered more outrageous provoca- 
tion from Carranzistas than from any of the 
other banditti. And the completion of the medi- 
ating would find Mexico in precisely the same 
condition as at present, with all conditions point- 
ing to a renewal of the intolerable provocation 
that has exhausted patience for half a decade. 
Mexico’s unsettled domestic state and the folly of 
its leaders are the cause of the present trouble 
and in that mediation would be impotent to 
provide improvement. 

Mediatory suggestions are inopportune now, 
but there may come a time when they will de 
welcome. That will be after we have punished 
the Carranzistas and put down the menace of 
anarchy in Mexico.

A 75- CENT GAS RATE. 

Following the recent reduction in the price of 
electric current to St. Louis consumers, an- 
nouncement of a probable decrease in the price 
of gas is made. The proposed inspection change 
fixing heat units as the standard, rather than 
illuminating power, would recognize the less- 
ening importance of gas for lighting and its 
growing importance to kitchen and factory uses. 

These lessening prices for utility essentials 
come slowly, but their importance to the com- 
munity is not to be minimized. Their contribu- 
tion in creating attractive living conditions giv- 
ing an impetus to city growth is of general con- 
cern. 

With three-cent car fares added to eight-cent 
electricity and 75-cent gas, St. Louis would not 
be long in attaining a million population. 
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A billion of American money drawing interest 
in Europe is a quite different thing from a bil- 
lion of European money drawing interest in 
America. Uncle Sam's financial balance is one 
f the marvels of the war. 
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THE REFORMED SIDE ENTRANCE.

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JUST A MINUTE 


GREAT CHANCE FOR THE PROGRESSIVES. 


HERE is a great deal of sympathy for the Pro- 
gressives, but it is without any very solid 
foundation. They might easily be felicitated 

for having suddenly found themselves free from any 
party ties whatsoever. This is a fast-growing element 
in the United States, and if the Progressives knew 
what is good for the country, they would ally them- 
selves with it. It provides a good competent means 
of knocking either of the big political parties out of 
power for cause, and no more wholesome influence 
could exert itself in any commonwealth. It is con- 
ceivable that a time is coming when independents as 
such shall also hold their national convention. It 
would naturally follow the conventions of the Dem- 
ocratic and Republican parties, and would reflect in 
its platform the probable course of all independents at 
the polls. A ticket would only be necessary in cam- 
paigns which found neither of the regular parties 
putting up anyone suitable to the purposes of a high- 
ly-specialized form of republican government. This 
year, for instance, a ticket for independents would be 
absurd. Either Mr. Wilson or Justice Hughes does 
very well. It would merely remain for the indepen- 
dents to determine which of these gentlemen is run- 
ning upon the better platform, and which promises 
the better conduct of public affairs. That would, of 
course, involve a consideration whether the Justice 
has in mind any improvements upon the way Mr. 
Wilson manages our foreign affairs, and what the 
Justice would have done in the past two years that 
Mr. Wilson did not do. Nor is it beyond the reason- 
able aspirations of alert independence to assume that 
some effort would be made to smoke the Justice ont 
on the hyphenate issue. He has said that his Ameri- 
canism is undiluted, but that would not do for the 
purposes of independent comparison. It would be 
necessary for him to say what he would have done 
about the submarine issue, if not to submit a few 
samples of the notes he would have written the 
Kaiser. The independent might then be able to judge 
how tender the Justice might have been of the feel- 
ings of German-Americans, and if there would have 
been any difference between their attitude toward 
him and the attitude of so many of them toward Mr. 
Wilson. That would be real independence, and Pro- 
gressives engaged in it would laugh to think of those 
hollow times when they followed nothing more en- 
during than spectacles and prominent teeth.
